The coroner's jury has been euipmi- 
tUed whioh views the remaiun as 
bronght ont and turned over to relu- 
tiveH.

There are 50 widows and 230 orphaned 
children as a result of tiie disaster. 

About 30 of the men killed belonged 
tu the Ancient Order of United Work- 
men, in w lu(;h order they were iunued 
for $2,W0 upldce. 

The mulos that were in the mine are 
fo burned that they liave to be removed 
on aooonnt of the odor, before the work 
can proceed.

TORTURED BY ROBBERS. 
An A^ed Couple FtriidUlily Trenteii and 
R4»bb«d at Tlmlr Savings. 

BuAUFORD, Pa., March 22.— Wednes- 
day night at Pumer's mills, a Ipudy 
spot on Marvina oreek, an aged couple 
were tortured and robbed by masked 
men, the robbers securing over $()00. 
The couple, Mr. aud Mrs. MeiTitt 
Chi Id -i, who are er 70 years of afie, 
were about to n wIkmi a knock came 
atthe<|(,or. 'I I. ,.d lady answered tho 
buiiiiuons and was met with a blow on 
the head which felled her to the flu jr. 
The husband, who came to her assist- 
ance, was similarly trt'ated, and three 
masked men entered the house. Die 
husband an<l wife were then lH)nnil and 
gaggetl. while the roblxsrs ransacked the 
premises, finding $oOO. 

Tiiis did not satisfy them, and Mrs. 
Childs was asked to "tell where the bal- 
ance of the money was hidden. She ro- 
foaad to divulge, whereupon the liends 
bared her feet and pressed them against 
the redhot stove. She stood tliLi torture 
until lier feet were terribly burned, and 
then made known the place where an- 
other f 100 was secreted. 

This experiment encouraged the rob- 
bers, and both the old people were put 
through ths torture again for the pur 
pose of extorting more money. 

All tlnit remained of the savings of 
the husband and wife was 30 cents. 
Tliis was secured by the men, wlien Mr. 
and Mrs. Childs were again bound aud 
gagged and left to their fate. Tliey 
wore discovered yesterday morning by 
neigliburs in a pitiable plight. Ahs. 
Childs will probably die from t.ia 
effects of the shook and tortnre, but the 
old gentleman will recover. 

Three anspects are being hunted by 
oflicers. If captured they will hav.> to 
be well guarded as the feeling against 
tliem ia very bitter in the neighbor- 
hood.

A Oyiac Man Mnjrt Ha Waa Shot but It 
May Hava Baau Sulolda. 

Bn I M.o. March 22.— Lester T. Halli- 
day died yesterday and the police are 
puzzled to know whether to believe his 
ante-mortem statement or to think lie 
committed suicide. With his dying 
breath Halliday reiterated the story of 
highwuymuu's assault, but the bullet 
that pierced his long did not perfor.itu 
his coat or veat. 

The shot was fired close to tlie body, 
and the revolver was found where it 
had been ttung from the bridge, all 
tending to confirm the snicicle theory 
rather than that of robbery. Tlie jiolico 
have made two arrests. The Mi>p -. ts 
are Lillian Preston aud Calvin B.iker, 
the former Halliday'g 8woethe:irt, and 
the latter liis rival.

la A talk on the free turnpike question 
Mr. W. H. Robb, of Helena, one of the 
aacceaaful farmerf of iIk' founty. ex- 
preme eome decided views on the Niib- 
jeet, and aa the BtTLLvrtw deairea to ac* 
cord everybody fair treatment the in- 
terview is here published. Mr. Hold) 
admita that the flritt consideration is 
trood roadf, hut when asked how he 
thoiijiht the pikes ought to be main- 
tained he replied : 

"Candidly, without further tliought, or 
more light on the subjeut, I aee no more 
economic or equitable able way than the 
preaent ayatem." 

Then yon don't favor the free road 
maintained by taxation'.' 

"As .1 now 8ee it, unqualidodly no. It 
coold be made neither equitable, nor eco- 
nomiral. There in more in this question 
than isKeen at tirat flush. This absorption 
of all the roada by the county, as M r. ( i ill 
in his article very potently remarks, "is 
far reaching in its effects, and pertains 
to posterity," and as lie ttTscly sayn, 
"would be a very great and unequal 
burden upon the taz-payera of Mason 
County, without any probable prospect 
for an adequate return." The preaent 
owners would of eonrae not aarrender 
them except by a contract tiindinn the 
county to keep them perpetually in good 
repair, aa they have been principally 
bailt by property-owner? along their 
various routes for the benefit of their 
buainesB and the convenience and com- 
fort of their families, in some instances 
at very heavy individual outlay. There 
would have to be a uniform road law 
l^verning the whole county aa to grade, 
width of road bed Ac. One portion of the 
county would have the same right to 
claim aibroad road as another, and an 
«Kiaal amount of repaira, and at preaent 
vou are aware tben- is a vast difTerenee 
in the construction of our roads. Then 
the queation comee up, who are the 
beneficiaries? We shall take the coun- 
ties of Lewis, Fleming, Nicholas and 
Kobertson. The people of theae coun 
tiea would be furnished, at the expense 
of the already overburdened tax-payer 
of Mason County, a gratuitous route to 
market, should they make Maysville 
that point, or through Maysville to Oin- 
rinnati. Take for exam|)le the leading 
etaple tobacco. It furnishes more tonnage 
than any other article, and we have 
Tollesboro, Mt. Carinel. Blue lacks and 
Mt. OUvet, gathering centers in these 
countiea, pouring thia product through 
May8vilie,to Cincinnati and Louisville and 
not one dollar would a<;(-rue to any citi- 
iaen of either our town or county. Vou 
aee the utter injustice of the case. Then 
tfa« commercial tourist of theJUvarious 
cities who do business in our borders, no 
«ne w^ould I presume to think a moment 
they would deduct aught from their 
goods for the benefits received, and even 
if they did, the benefits would accrue to 
the adjoining countiea aaltwell aa our 
«wn. Then take the citizen who paya 
tas on say $20,000 worth of property, as 
compared with the eitiien with only a 
wagon and team who supports his family 
by freighting goods between* points of 
diatribntion in the county; you see the 
one is made to pay tribute to the other." 

1 now have your opinion as to the 
equity, what have you to say on the 
economic phase of the question? 

"Well, I believe in the power of con- 
centration. What beeomes general be- 
eomea indifferent. Our highest achieve- 
nenta emanate from the nervona force of 
one brain. Individuals make fortunes, 
and occaaionally small close corporations; 
but aa a rule oorporationa only attempt 
to pay reasouat)le dividends. When a 
county owns the roads they are man- 
aged by eommiaaionera. No one is in- 
dividually responsible or personally in- 
terested. It leaves great room for job- 
bery and corruption, witii a very strong 
possibility for bad roads. As now oper- 
ated the stock is held by few individuala 
And they are looked after in a kind of 
peraonal way, and conducted on the 
most economical plan. The law compels 
the company to ke. p them] in good 
traveling condition or the gates would be 
thrown open, aa waa done In the oaae of 
the Klizavilleroad." 

While on the question of economy 
pleaae give me your opinion of tbe cost 

per mile of repairs" 

"In answer to this, I will give you the 
«oat on oar toad for the last five years. 
The road is four milea in length, from 
Helena Station to Maysliok. We have 
expended in that time $2,038.40, as the 
reports to the County Court will ahow, 
or an average of fl0!).60 per year, or an 
average of $102.40 per mile. More eouid 
have been judlcioualy expended, as we 
have been forced from gate reoeipti to 



econotni/,e. LuTcascil fra\el wniiM in 
crease wear and consoqueiitly co>t of 
mainuining it. I believe it would he f 
fair average of the whole cKimtx . I -hm 
Mr. Holton estimates that we liax c aSont 
."WO miles of roads in ihe eniinty. .At the 
rate of $100 per mile we wimid have the 
anm of $30,000 per annum road tax inde- 
pendent of salaries for Superintendents, 
which on our present enormous assess 
ment of abont $9,.500,000, would slightly 
exceed cents on the fl(X), in- 

stead of 10 cents as suggested by Mr, 
Ooehran, ahould the money be raised by 
a property instead of a poll tax. This is 
assuming, you aee, that the county al- 
ready haa poae e ea i on of the roads, which 
they have yet to aefpiire; and let me as- 
sure you thinking buainet-s men are not 
going to relinquish to tbe connty what 
has already cost them ao much to ac- 
quire, and in which they are so directly 
interested, for naught." 

Do you believe Mayaville wouhi be 
benefited by a free road ayatem ? 

"No sir: on the contrary, I think ahe 
would be injured." 
How, why BO? 

"She mvuld have her proportionable 
part of the taxes to pay. The only way 
ahe could be benefited, would be by an in- 
crease of business, which would not nec- 
essarily follow free toll. The butter and 
egg brigade is a joke. Business men, 
the class that benefit any place, only go 
when and where they have business. 
The loafer she might get, but does not 
need, nor want ; and the free road system 
wonid be aa readily appropriated by her 

competitors as by herself, and she would 
simply be siiort the amount of her share 
of the tax." 
How about the State law regulating 

tolls •.' 

" Our Representatives got that down 
pretty fine. It is just about on the re- 
pair basis. 1 think most of our roads in 
the county are operated under that law. 
Some, I believe, are not, but if any one 
has a grievance, the courta are open, or 
an appeal to Legislative aid." 

What is the feeling in your community 
in regard to free roada ? 

" .'-^D far as I have heard an expression, 
the feeling is againat it. Tbe opinion 
prevaila that the movement ia not whol- 
ly based on philanthropy." 

What action, if any, do you aiitii^ipate 
by our Fiacal Court 1 

" Pardon me, I don't like to anticipate. 
Under our new law it is composed of but 
few men, and as far as I am personally 
acquainted with them they are rapra- 
aentative men, both oonsiiteni and eon- 
sn-xitir,-, and fully realize the reaponsi- 
bility resting on them ; and aro not 
likely to loae their heada over any Ooxey 
schemea, and realiising their reaponai 
bility will make haste slowly." 

You apeak of th» enormous assessment 
of $9,.')00,000 ; do you think that high ? 

" Most certainly 1 tlo. Our Board of 
Supervisors havesucceeded in convincing 
everybody else in the State we an rich, 
except ourselves." 
And how does that aflfect 7 
"Simply in thia way. There are 110 
countiea in the State, 81 of which are 
pauper counties whone expenditures ex- 
ceeded their revenues in 1893 $(>13,(>82. 
Only thirty-eight are aelf-auataining, 
sixteen of which are barely ao and only 
eleven pay into the State Treaaury a 
revenue to exceed $20,000 and Mason is 
one of the eleven, staudiug about the 
center (sixth.) Hence you see the 
eleven are carrying the burden of the 
State load. The impresaion ia abroad 
that our State Board will increase the 
assessmvut all over the State 20 percent. 
What doea that mean ? Simply that the 
eleven countiea have got to put up the 
cash. .And to our county it means an 
increase of $1,900,000, or a total assess- 
ment in our county of $11,400,000 dollars, 
as we happen to be one of the Eldoredo 
counties. It looks amootbe to aay the 
raise ia all over the State. We are at 
last fixed in our relative positions. To 
our pauper counties what does it mean? 
Simply a repetition of the story of the 
old gray mare. The owner had increased 
his wealth by a twenty dollar raise, but 
atill had the mare. The .'^tate has in- 
creaaed tbehr aaaeaament 20 per cent, 
but we atill have our paupen and have 
to pay for the luxury. So you see we 
are already taxed up to high water mark, 
and why our people at thia particular 
period of universal business depression 
ahould be so suddenly seized with this 
philanthropio outburst and ao anxious 
to furniah free and goml roads to the 
world at large is beyond my comprehen- 
aion. A little more tenaloa Md tbe 
cords will snap." 
What do yon mean by that expreaaion? 
" Already you see the tendency of the 
farmers to Hock to town. Their energies 
are paralbed. They aee hard work, 
heavy taxati m, no pay. Ah well live 
eaay aa work. 1 have ia the last few 
days heard several of our aubatantial 
citizens say that wliih^ they were raiscil 
in this county and liked it, they did not 
like it well enough toatay in it and be- 
come alavea by taxation."
